Applicant argued that Mulholland does not include risk measurement but rather what 
variables are to be considered in risk management, and that Mulholland is limited to a hypertext 
link to information rather than fields containing values. The examiner maintained the position 
that Mulholland is properly applied. No agreement was reached with respect to the claims. 

Applicant intends to file an amendment, at least to claim 1 , that further defines the 
function performed by system's risk processor. Any amendment to the claims would be 
reviewed upon formal filing and in light of the after final status of the application.
